For those of you who don 1 t remember the stories of the first two. . . . 

the BYRNE— MART IN- CHALLENGE alBO included John Michalak!, Steve Arnawoodi an 

Dava Grabar, Uark Lew, and scott Hanson, after en article from Kathy 

(or was It Ieapo Stabo) in RETALIATION prompted ne to get this game 

together. However, a combination of factors resulted in the game 

being abandoned after Fall 19Q1. As for STAB OF THE CENTURY, it 

featured Kathy Byrne and John Caruso, Scott Hanson and Frauke Petersen, 

Dick Martin and Julie Glass, and Gary Coughlan - however, complications 

developed before this game was able to begin. 

Now, after a two-year wait , it's time to try again. (Yes, I am 
a glutton for punishment.) Once again, this will be a "couples format"; 
that is, three couples will take six of the seven countries, and a 
seventh player (or t perhaps , another couple alternating Spring/Fall) 
for the remaining country. (Ha oh of the couples play two countries 
that would normally be played by one person in a four-player game; the 
seventh player gets the remaining country. According to the latest 
rules, this would be Austria/France, Germ any /Turkey t Italy /Russia, 
and England*) 

Just how many Dip— couples are there? Well* looking through the

(I won't name Stave & Daf until 
I get the word that Daf is out of the hospital and can handle another 
game - not that either of them sub/trade to LOU, but there's no 
guarantee that I Can get the first three signed up. . . - ) Am I leaving 
any others out? If YOU (yes, I'm talking to YOU) happen to know of

I'd love to have the whole hobby 
participate, and in fact I did send Caruso an invitation to do so. I'll 
get a similar note in the mail to Dick Martin after I'm done writing 
this letter* Fair enough? For the record, I don't think they'll choose 
to contribute, but it's not going to be for ny lack of trying. 

On your crack about "throwing players out of games* 1 , please note 
that this occured once (over six years ago) in Vo i ce of Doom ' s history 
(unless you 1 re also going to count people who wMff ed out or let their 
subs lapse). The (34 deception was (eventually) proven, and if questions 
are going to resurface about the propriety of my actions, I still have 
all of the documentation. It surprised « t frankly, that you brought 
the matter up. 

YjOU are correct to chastize me for forgetting to list Julie Martin's 
subzine on the ballot. Darn. But, that's what the blank spaces are 
for. Alas, I left off a few other 1 zines as well, like The Home office .

On the other hand, I think you're wrong on the matter of */KK> for a 
number of reasons.

Some other points i Kathy has never written me about this matter, 
so even if I were inclined to consider KK a zine all of a sudden at her 
request, she hasn't made such a request.

That opinion can be debated , but it 1b not an outlandish 
decision by any means. The ballot stays as is. 

Don, I an respectfully requesting that this letter be printed 
in its entirety. Y«u have made some fairly powerful criticisms of 
the way I am handling various hohhy projects, and I feel it is only 
fair that my rebuttals be heard. I welcome your further comments on 
these matters, of course. (Whited-out line* were removed at Bruce • s 

OK, Bruce. request.) 

Let's take these in order. ■* .first : Beyond Supernova . I'm sure 
you can do an excellent Job on a publishers' handbook, especially with 
your success in publishing THE VOICE OF DOOM* The question is; will 
prospective buyers (and, presumably, prospective publishers ) turn away 
from something that doesn't appear to be (even if it is) something 
representing the hobby, rather than one person's belieTs? 

If John Caruso and Dick Martin don't want to submit anything to 
BS (oops ), that's their loss — as long as you ask them the way you ask 
the other "major 11 publishers. 

The case against JLinsey • . . . the only "complete** story I've read 
on BLACK HOLE Is the one you wrote - in the last VOU. From what I read, 
I hardly see how Matt IfcKibbin gained any advantage by changing his 
story about you. Bad he played a second position under a pseudonym, 
or some other deception that gained an unfair advantage , nobody would 
have argued if you had thrown Matt out. (Well, I shouldn't say "nobody".) 
Just because you think you did the right thing (whether you did or not) 
doesn't necessarily mean that others will. (After all , what 1 s your 
opinion on a certain letter which shall remain nameless? Does It 
match the opinions of others?) I'm not questioning the deception;

1986* THE AWARDS STORY 



If you liked the I966 Oscars results you'll love this year's major Diplomacy 
hobby awards list* There's something for everyone. 

Over the last year & number of committees drawn from all kinds of Diplomacy 
players and hobby activists has been actively eearcding for candidates for this 
year's awards. The oldest is the Don Miller Memorial Award for service to the hobby. 
This year there are six nominees r each of whom has made a major contribution to the 
hobby in the last year and, in many cases, before t?mt . Major publishers, providers 
of key hobby services, and creators of new hobby services are all represented in 
an impressive group. The quality of the nominees reflects the importance the 
hobby attaches to this award, its most prestigious. 

Second in terms of longevity is the Bod Walker Award for literary excellence, 
jointly sponsored by Avalon Hill Game Company and the Institute for Diplomatic 
Studies. This year's nominees include some of the best wrlterB and. players in the 
hobby and a few unknowns. The diversity of the nominees makes a choice difficult. 
The long running fiction series, A Dip Pilgrim's Progress, by Fete Gaughan is 
balanced by Elmer Hlnton's massive essay on the game and hobby In Kaissa #100. 
Serious strategy and tactics articles from Dan Stafford, Randolph Smyth are balanced 
by humor and fiction from Bruce Hclntyre, social discourse from Daf Langley, on 
hosting cons, and Chris Carrier, on the feud. Even the titles, "Ever Seen Mt . 
K ilaman jaro?" and "Disaster Strikes" suggest the drama and suspense of the game and 
hobby . 

This year's new award is the John Koning Memorial Award named for the founder 
of DIPCON, publisher and gamesmaster of such great magazines as STAB and VAlHALLA, 
and one of the best players ever. The six nominees represent some of the best 
Diplomacy players active today, regardless of style or type of play. J.R. Baker, 
the man who went from the bottom of the heap at DIPCON XVII, in Dallas, to the top 
of the mountain at DIPCON XVIII, in Seattle^ Phil Redmond, who plays better then 
the pack in one of the best packs around j Jay Shufeldt, who can con anybody out of 
anything if it will keep him alive in a garnet Ron Spitzer, who hag made himself a 
reputation all over the face to face and postal hobbles as a superb negotiator and 
salesman t Dan Stafford, perhaps the best postal Diplomacy player in the hobby today j 
and Alan Stewart, the man of a million curies in his signature and hie style of 
play. 

It's a fine field of candidates for the hobby b three most important awards 
and I hope you'll be at DIPCON XIX In Virginia this Hay to see who receives them. 
In addition we'll have the announcement of the recipient of this year's Dot Happy 
Award, given to a publisher who wraps up his or her Diplomacy affairs In a 
responsible manner. 

All in all 196*5 wa » a year the hobby will be anle to look back on with pride.
